ORANGES BRING 
OTATE PROSPERITY 


Not satisfied with leading 
the United States in the pro- 
duction of fruit California has 
in a short time advanced to 
first place in the “output of 
vegetables, states a recent re- 
view of the Mercantile Trust 
company of San Francisco. The 
ey in part follows: 





California’s output of aspar- 
agus, cauliflower, lettuce, mel- 


ons and tomatees inereased 
{from $18,000,000 in 1921 to 
$45,000,000 in 1923. Its as- 


paragus crop alone for the 
latter year amounted to $13,- 
265,000, which was an increase 
of more than $10,250,000 ove: 
the crop for 1921. 


During that period the total 
value of all its vegetable crops, 
including beans, potatoes, 
sweet potatoes and onions, 
| which are officially classified 
as ‘‘field ecrops’’, rose steadily 
from $46,000,000 to $93,000.- 
000. During the same period 
its fruit crops fluctuated from 
$180,000,000 in 1921 to $200,- 
500,000 in 1922 and $161,000,- 
000 in 1923. 

Big Vegetable Cror 

The aggregate value of the 
fruit crops for the three-year 
period was’ $541,000,000; that 
lof the vegetable crops was 
\go77, 000,000. .

ARE AWARDED 0 SECRETARIES ARIZONA PARTLY 


LIFTED MONDAY 


URGENT CASES ADMITTED 


Forecast Early Opening of 
Needles and Yuma Highways 
Out of State. Many Still 
Entering California Daily. 





Arizona's barrier against entry 
of automobile tourists into the 
State from California, in effect 


since the foot and mouth epidemic, 
was partly lifted yesterday. 

Special permits in emergency 
cases for passage into the state at 
both the Needles and Yuma gate- 
ways will be issued, it was an- 
nounced by H. H. McCluskey, sec- 
retary to Governor Hunt of Ari- 
zona. The transcontinental high- 
ways have been closed at the bor- 
der for weeks. 


Entrants Must Register 

In a bulletin to the National Old 
Trails Association, the governor’s 
secretary announced that motor- 
ists who enter the state must reg- 
ister, giving names, car license 
number, and residence, in applying 
for permits that will be issued by 
the quarantine officer at Phoenix. 
Travelers are warned that, for 
their convenience, they should 
register at the Gateway Hotel in 
Needles, and thereby obtain ad- 
vantage of special orders as they 
are issued by the Arizona state 
authorities. 


Similar requirements-are effec- 
tive at Yuma along the border, as 
Arizona is not entirely lifting its 
drastic quarantine against the ani- 
mal plague enacted when it was 
feared that the epidemic would 
spread into the cattle ranges. Hun- 
dreds of tourists were turned back 
along the border and the calling of 
troops to enforce the edict was 
threatened when angry travelers 
attempted to storm the quarantine 
patrol guards. 

Westbound travel has not been 
restricted. Yesterday’s action in 
admitting tourists in emergency 
cases is believed to forecast the 
removing of the ban, particularly 
in view of. the gradual decrease 6f 
tha plague menace.

Bob Holliman, asserted cattle 
“rustler” of the Ivanpah ranges, 
and known for quickness with his 
trigger finger, will probably escape 
prosecution again. 

Holtman was before a jury six 
months ago on charges of stealing 
cattle of the Rock Springs Cattle 
Company, a corporation whose 
herds graze over the ranges of 
several western states. The jury 
disagreed as to Bob's guilt and 
he was released on bail. 

Case Postponed by Prosecution 

The case was called again in 
the Superior Court yesterday and 
was stricken off the calendars, 
meaning that it is doubtful if it 
will ever be heard, although Dis- 
trict Attorney George H. Johnson 
has not formally requested that 
the charges against the cattleman 
be dismissed. Holliman was not 


in court, but represented by at- 
torneys. 
Holliman is. famed throughout 


the Ivanpah country, in the east- 
ern part of the county along the 
Arizona and Nevada line. Nearly 
five years ago, he participated in 
one of the notorious shooting 
scrapes of the range, besting Tom 
and Pat Woods, father and son, in 
a gun duel. None of the three 
cattlemen was convicted, but the 
Woods left the country, Holliman 
returning. The Woods, both Tom 
and Pat, were employes of the 
Rock Springs Company. 

Sensationalism in Recent Trial 

In the recent Holliman trial, 
Picturesque cow punchers of the 
range country were the principals. 
Sensationalism crept into the case 
when Holliman’s attorney asked 
the court to disarm one of the 
State’s witnesses while he grilled 
him on the‘ witness stand. No 
gunplay resulted, however, and 
Holliman vigorously denied that he 
stole a calf froni ‘the Rock Springs 
Company. 


BADLY INJUREDAS 
CAR TURNS OVER 


Mrs. Nina Sheline of Redondo

He followed Juan 
Diego up the mountain and shot 
him at his own door. Ramona 
went to live with another man.” 

The killing of Juan Diego by 
Sam Temple is a matter of rec- 
ord in the Justice court of San 
Jacinto Township, then a part of 
San Diego County. 

Temple, the transcript of the 
testimony at the trial reveals, 
was acquitted on a charge of just- 
ifiable homicide, March 31, 1883. 
He contended that he shot in 
self-defense.

An Economic Problem

In spite of the overwhelming 
evidence of damage done to 
the farmer and stockmen and 
to the public in general 
through such depredations 
there are still some who con- 
tend that the fight to control 
these predatory animals by 
trap, gun, and poison should 
be discontinued or at least 
abated. It would be a diffi- 
cult matter, however, to con- 
vinee stockmen and farmers 
that an attempt to restore the 
old balance of nature would 
be beneficial, as it is not a 
practical undertaking in agri- 


j}eultural and livestock raising

Great Losses Caused 

That many of these destruc- 
tive predatory animals are 
partly beneficial is not denied 
by the department of agri- 
culture. he records; main- 
tained by the Biological Sur-

tled countries these predatory 
animals, with wolves and 
imountain lions, have learned 
to take domestic stock to such 
jan extent that the losses are 
jnot to be tolerated.

RATES 





A bill, known as the Paige pill, 
is pending in congress, one pur- 
pose of which is to increase parcel 
post rates.

It is not a moderate increase 
which.the bill proposes, a jump of 
a cone or two on existing sched- 
ules, but a 200 per cent raise. 
Other increases are proposed in 
second and third-class postal rates | 
The bill is designed to get addi-| 
tional revenue to the extent ot} 
$110,006,000 annually. 

A lot of help a reduction in in- 
come tax is going to be if postal 
rates are jumped in this whole: } 
sale and extravagant manner. 

Have you ever bought new laid 
eggs by parcel post, and had the:n | 
delivered at your door for a nom 
inal carriage charge of 8 cents a | 
dozen? You will go to the groc- 
if this bill passes, 
because your postal rate will leap 
from 8 cents to 24 cents. And the 
farmer will go out of the business 
of direct dealing with the consum- 
er by mail, and back into the 
hands of the middleman. 





This is just one example of the | 
way the Paige bill will. work. | 

You can think of a_ hundred 
others—all of them arguments 
against” it. {f you are in the 
manufacturing business, aud use 
the mail to send out samples and 
goods to customers, consider the 
difference in your expense for post- 
age with a 200 per cent increase. 

They say there is some risk of 
the Paige bill passing at Wash- 
ington. If there be any risk it is 
time for those interested—and 
they are legion—to get busy with 
their congressmen. 

Increased revenue is doubtless 
needed for the postoffice depart- 
ment. Increases in salary are due 
the postal clerks. But this bill 
will gouge the public and defeat 


| 


its own end. It.will result in 
driving business to the express 
companies. 


Congress voted an appropriation 
of $500,000 for a thorough inves- 
tigation of postal costs as a basis 
on which to readjust rates if nec- 
essary. That investigation has 
been under way for some time. | 
It is expected an exhaustive re- 
port will be ready for submission | 
in July or August. 

To legislate for an arbitrary 
upward revision of rates in an- 
ticipation of this report is an un-} 
intelligent proceeding. 

Postmaster New urges that con- 
gress wait until it has the results 
of the investigation before it. 
That is sound advice, but the in- 
difference of congress to depart- 
mental opinion makes it import- 
ant that it should hear from the 
country. Judging from the man- 
ner in which it treats the recom- 
mendations of Secretary Mellon. 
Secretary Hughes, Secretary Hoov- 
er and others—not to mention the 
President—the fact that Postmas- 
ter New is against passing the 
Paige Bill may sufficient to 
insure its passage, unless there is 
emphatic protest from the people 
who will be voting next November.
